Mro  Chairman?  Gentlemen? 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  the  report  on  the 
health  of  the  Grimsby  Rural  District  for  I96I. 

The  good  health  record  of  the  population  has  been 
maintained.  The  corrected  death  rate  of  10.2  is  slightly 
lower  than  the  I960  figure  of  10.6  and  the  National  figure 
of  11.5“  There  has  been  an  increase  in  the  number  of  birth 
from  318  to  363  giving  a corrected  birth  rate  of  19® 9 » which 
compares  favourably  with  the  National  rate  of  17®4®  Although 
there  were  9 stillbirths  in  1961?  the  same  as  in  I960.  It  is 
pleasing  to  note  that  th6  rate  has  decreased  from  27® 5 to  24.75® 
There  were  6 infant  deaths  in  1961?  comparing  with  5 in  i960? 
giving  an  increase  in  the  infant  mortality  rate  from  15® 9 in 

I96O  to  I6.5  in  i96l* 

I am  glad  to  comment  that  the  excellent  co-operation 
between  the  three  branches  of  the  Health  Service  has  continued® 

I wish  to  thank  Mr.  Watson  and  the  Health  Department 
Staff  for  their  constant  support  and  co-operation.

There  were  6 infant  deaths,  that  is  children  bying  under 
the  age  of  one  year,  compared  with  5 last  year.  The  infant 
mortality  rate  is  therefore  16. 5 considerably  lower  than  the 
national  rate  of  21. 4. 

Peri-natal  Mortality  Rate,  Neo-Natal  Mortality  Rate  and  Early

The  Neo-natal  Mortality  Bate  was  16. 5»  compared  with  15*7 
last  year.  The  Peri-natal  Mortality  Rate,  which  is  a 
reflection  of  the  deaths  due  to  the  complications  of  pregnancy 
and  childbirth,  was  32. 9»  compared  with  36.7  last  year.

There  was  an  increase  in  the  number  of  cases  of  tuberculosis 
notified  this  year,  29  compared  with  10  last  year.  This 

figure  includes  17  inward  transfers. 

Tuberculosis  is  an  infectious  disease,  and  the  patient's 
family,  his  close  friends  and  other  close  contacts  are 
investigated  by  the  Chest  Clinic.  Those  who  have  no  immunity 
to  tuberculosis  are  vaccinated  against  the  disease  hy  B.C.G.

It  is  with  pleasure  that  I append  my  section  to  the 
report  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  I96I. 

The  majority  of  statistics  in  the  report  are  self- 
explanatory,  and  call  for  no  comment.

problem  before  it  for  the  simple  reason  that  the  district 
is  growing,  with  more  bins  to  empty,  more  houses  to  repair 
and  more  people  to  rehouse.

When  one  considers  that  it  is  only  during  the  last 
ten  years  that  the  Council  has  emptied  cesspools  at 
all,  it  is  woi-th  recalling  the  pollution  and  foul 
ditches  which  were  prevalent  in  certain  parts  of  the 
district.  One  looks  forward  to  the  day  when  cesspool 
emptying  will  he  a casual  service  only,  available 
to  isolated  properties  which  can  never  be  sewered, 
and  perhaps  being  operated  in  conjunction  with  the 
refuse  service. 

A small  tribute  should  be  paid  to  the  sterling 
qualities  of  the  two  vehicles  engaged  on  this  work. 
When  the  vehicle  is  stationery,  the  engine  is  still 
working  hard  to  operate  the  compressor,  equivalent 
to  many  hundreds  of  road  miles  per  month.

The  vessel  would  be  directed  to  designated  mooring  station 
for  special  medical  examination  of  passengers  and  crew,  and  the 
necessary  disinfection  of  persons,  clothing,  bedding  and 
accommodation,  etc.,  carried  out.  If  plague-infected  rats 

were  found  or  suspected,  the  vessel  would  be  boomed  off,  and 
thoroughly  fumigated  with  H.C.N.  During  discharge  of  cargo, 
special  watch  would  be  kept  for  fats.  Moorings  and  gangways 
would  also  receive  special  attention.

London,  E.C.3»  and  Riverside  Fumigators,  Hull.  Methods 
used  include  fumigation  with  H.C.N. liquid  or  Zyklon  B. , 
also  S.0.2. 

(4)  Progress  in  rat-proofing  of  ships-instructions  and  guidance 
to  Masters  or  Officers  in  Charge,  wiring  of  store-rooms, 
gratings,  etc.,  sheet  metal  tinning  of  bulkheads,  beam 
openings,  etc.  Collaboration  with  Dock  Authorities.
